LEGISLATION 
AND LEGISLATURES 


Since the beginning of the year 1897, 


the legislatures of many different 
States of the Union have met, and 
most of them have done their work 
and adjourned, and in almost every in- 
stance, the] press, voicing the senti- 
ments of the people, to a large extent, 
at least, has condemned thorn in un- 
sparing terms for almost all the Crimea 
of which legislative bodies can be 
guilty. 
Some are charged with doing 


nothing, some with doing tuo much, 
some with selling out to corporations, 
and many with legislating for private 
interests and localities, as well as 
seeking every opportunity to deplete 
the treasuries by fair means aud foul. 
Taken altogether, what has been said 
by newspapers and men, if really true, 
would form not only a most terrible 
indictment against State legislatures 
generally, bat a sad commentary upon 
representative government. 


After listening to what baa been oaid 


aud reading what has been written on 
this subject, one is at once struck with 
a certain degroo of familiarity that per- 
vades the charges made and, on further 
thought, cannot help thinking: "Why, 
I have beard similar charges made 
against previous legislatures, times 
without number," and so it is. Take 
it, for instance, in our own State. The 
writer can speak from personal knowl- 
edge, from the first one elected, down 
to the one just adjourned. 
According 


to many newspapers and records of in- 
dividual opinions, some of the eigh- 
teen legislative bodies that have been 
called into being since Nevada became 
a State, may have been better than 
others, but all have been bad; uoue 
has been satisfactory to the people, 
who, 
according to these authorities, 


have gone on year aftec year, for thirty- 
six years, electing men to represent 
them in the legislature, only to be be- 
trayed in the end. 


Now, admitting that our law-making 


servants are now, and have been for 
these many years, corrupt and unsatis- 
factory, us charged, where is ttie rem- 
edy? 
Why, in the people, of course. 


Men complain bitterly of legislatures, 
for the time being, and in a very short 
time the talk dies out and no moi e is 
beard for another two years. 
It every 


good citizen, when the time for primar- 
ies comes, would get out amonu his fel- 
low men and tfax-payers aud work cind 
talk for good men for Assemblymen 
and Senators, their work would most 
assuredly result m better laws and 
lower rates of taxation. 
The writer 


has repeatedly asked business men of 
character and standing in the com- 
munity to get out and work on pri- 
mary day. 
The unvarying answer has 


been: 
"Ob, I am no politician. 
I 


can't have anything to do with it" 
Later on we see this same good citizen, 
the day before his taxes are delinquent, 
come rushing into the tax collector's 
office, swearing at the extravagance and 
perhaps dishonesty that he sees, or 
thinks be sees, in every department of 
town, county and State affairs. 
It 


never for one moment occurs to him 
that he has neglected to perform a very 
important duty that devolves on every 
citizen, and that no one is more respon- 
sible for the ills that are upon him than 
he is himself. 
Whenever the members 


of all political parties in this State, or 
even a majority of them, go to the polls 
at the primaries and elections, resolving 
that only those who are honest and 
competent shall fill the offices, then, 
and not till then, shall we have legisla- 
tion by, of and for the people. 
Of 


course, it is not a pleasant thing to dot 
this working at the primaries and polls, 
but men "may as well learn first as last 
that

The first section begins as follows: 


'That on and after the first day of 
May,

mported from foreign countries or 
withdrawn for consumption, and men- 
ioned in the schedules herein con- 
fined, the rates of duty which are by 
;he schedule paragraphs respectively 
prescribed." 


Then follews the classified schedule 


covering 
drugs, paints, 
varnishes, 


earths, earthenware and glassware in 
ts various forms of manufacture, mar- 
sle and stone, metals in their various 
'orms, sugar, tobacco, agricultural pro- 
ducts, breadstuff's, fruits, meat pro- 
ducts, spirits, wines and other bever- 
ages, cloths, leather, and a long list of 
miscellaneous articles, giving ia each 
^articular instance the advnlorem rate 
or price per pound. The bill appears 
•o be complete in detail, but by the 
.irne it passes both Houses of Congress 
.hero will doubtlecs be many changes. 


NKWLAKDi ON THIS TAJIIFP 


Congressman Newlands has been 


been given opportunity to express him- 
self on the Dingley Tariff bill now be- 
fore the House of Representatives. He 
discussed the measure from the stand- 
point of the silver men, who united 
with the Democrats and Populists in 
the Presidential campaign against the 
gold men. He said the alliance still 
continues and is likely to amalgamate 
all who are opposed to the single gold 
standard into one strong party with 
the restoration of silver as the one 
supreme 
dominant 
issue, and the 


largest tolerance as to the differences 
of opinion on other questions, which 
have bitherto divided the various ele- 
ments constituting the silver forces, ia 
indispensable. He regards bimetallism 
as the only radical cure for the present 
conditions and hopes that the wisdom 
and conservative action of the allied 
parties will secure united action. 


Mr. Newlands declares that both in- 


dustrial and monetary legislation are 
necessary at this time, and that of the 
two financial legislation is the most 
essential to the restoration of pros 
perity. Tariff legislation alone, he as- 
serts, will not give us relief, producing, 
as we do, cotton, wheat and other farm 
products for export, the prices of which 
at home are diced in Liverpool, where 
they have to compete with similar 
products from India, Bussia, Argentina 
and other countries, none of which are 
upon a gold basis.

Following is the full text of the new 
ah law approved March 9,1897: < 
Section 1. It shall not be lawful for 
ny person or poraona to take, catch or 
ill any river 
01 brock 
trout yr

eeding year; prouded, that the close 
eason as to lake trout in all the lakas 
f this State shall commence on the 
rst day of February and end on the 
rst day in Jane in each and every 
ear. 
Sec. 2. It shall not tie lawful for any 
orson or peisons to have in his or 
leir possession, or to buy or sell or 
ifer or expose for sale any river or 
rook trout or land-locked 
salmon 


aken, caught or killed in any river, 
;ream or other waters of this State be- 
ween the first day of October, and the 
rst day of April of tho succeeding 
ear, or for any person or persons to 
avo in his or their possession or to 
uy or sell or offer or expose for salet 
tiy lake trout taken, caught or killed 


any lnka or other watei s of this 


jtato between the first d.'ij of February 
i\ri the first day 0° June oS tuch and 
very year. 
Sec. It shall not be lawful foi any 


. oraoa or parsons in this State of Ne- 
vada, at any time, to take, catch or kill 
any river, lake or brook trout or land- 
.ockcd salmon m any river, stream 
,ake or other waters within this State 
with any seine, net, spears or grab 
look or by means of any set line, eel 
looks, gill net, wiei fence, basket, trap 
giant powder or any explosive com- 
pound or with or by means of any 
other implement or substance or in 
any manner, except by hook or linn, 
prouded, however, that nothing in this 
act shall bo construed to prohibit the 
;aking of fish in private ponds con* 
sti acted expressly for raising fish by 
;he owner thereof. 


Sec. 4. It shall uot be lawful for any 


common cairier, 
express company 


•ailroad company or any other corpor- 
ation or person to ship or transport or 
receive for shipment or transportation 
any river, or brook trout or land-lockec 
salmon, taken, caught or killed, in any 
stream, river or other waters of this 
State between the first day ot October 
and tho first day of April of the sue 
ceedmgyeai, or to ship or transport 
or to receive for shipment or transpor 
tation any lake trout taken, caught or 
killed in any lake or other waters o 
this State between the first day of Feb 
ruary and the first day of June of each 
and every yoar. 


Sot. D. It ahull not be lawful for anj 


person or persons to take any spawn, o 
ova from any cariety of trout, or fron 
any river, stream or lako or othei 
waters in the State of Nevada, witbou 
drat having obtained a written permi 
so to do from the Fish Coinmissionei 
of the State of Nevada. 


Sec. G. Any person violating any o: 


ihe provisions of this act shall bo 
deemeJ guilty of a misdemeanor, anc 
upon 'conviction thereof shall be pun 
ishod by a tine of not less than twenty 
dollars nor exceeding one hundred dol 
lars or by imprisonment in tlio count; 
jail not exceeding fifty days or by botl 
such fine and imprisonment. 


Sec. 7. Any person giving informa 


tion which leads fo the conviction o 
any person or persons for violating an; 
of the provisions of this act, shall, up 
on the conviction of such person o 
persons, be entitled to receive one-half 
of the flne paid or collected from th 
person or persons upon whom sue! 
flne was imposed. 


Sec. 8. All acts and parts of acts ia 


conflict with the provisions of this ae 
are hereby repealed.

in photography. Among the substances 
sensitive to weak radiations of heat may 
be mentioned paper saturated with eu- 
prio bromide, or a mixture of sulphate 
ol copper and potassium bromide, which 
has a, faint greenish tint that becomes 
olive brown in radiant heat, and, if 
green is used, a brown image > can be ob- 
tained in a minute by exposing to the 
radiistions from a gas stove, and on 
treatment with silver nitrate this image 
becomes black by reason of tho reduction 
of tho .silver. Bichromated paper is af- 
fected by radiant 'heat, as by light, and 
paper impregnated simply with sulphate 
of copper yields a feeble image, which 
becomes nearly black when treated with 
silver nitrate. A mixture of sulphate o! 
copper and oxalic acid gives a paper 
which becomes brown on exposure, 
Chlorate of copper is also very sensitive 
the faint blue color becoming a deep 
green. Similarly used bromide of tin 
behaves as if exposed to light, but nnex- 
posed parts become very black when 
treated with silver nitrate. Nitrate of 
•'silver, which is markedly acted upon by 
light, iu slightly browned when exposed 
to hull radiation, and the tint is deep- 
ened by hydroquinono or gallic acid.—

Haviuts dravi'a and thoroughly cleaned 


imrl dried tho bird, stxiff it with mashed 
potatoes highly seasoned with onion, 
sago, oalt aucl popper or with equal parts 
of bread crumbs, chopped apples and 
boiled onions, seasoned with salt, sage 
and pepper. Sow and truss, put on rack 
ia a pan and cover tho breast with slices 
of fat ealfc pork. 


Place in tho oven for three-qiiartprs 


of an hour. Tho pork fat is quickly 
drawn out by tho heat, Cows over tho 
goose and aids in drawing out the oil. 
When considerable oil is extracted, take 
the pan from the ovou and pour off nil 
tho oil. Remove tho pork and dredge 
tho gooso with H^ur and place again in 
tho ovou. When tho flour is browned, 
add a little hot water and baste often, 
Drodgo with flour alter Lasting. Cook 
until brown and tender. Garnish with 
water cress. Servo with apple sauce.— 
Chicago Keoord.
